American Marines and soldiers 
were atop Okinawa’s southern 
escarpment where the Japanese 
must fight and die with their 
backs to the sea. 

These other developments also 
were in the Pasific-Asiatic war 
spotlight: 

The Australian invaders of oil- 
rich Borneo gained two miles on 
two fronts and took total control 
of one island in Brunei bay. 
JAPS “TIGHTEN BELTS” 

American soldiers in the north- 
east Philippines resumed their 
drive into the Cagayan valley. 

The Japanese diet approved a 
war emergency act permitting gov- 
ernment rule by decree and to 
impress boys, men and women for 
home defense fighting. 

Marines on Okinawa gained a 
ridge under cover of darkness and 
held it despite furious Japanese 
counterattacks, Soldiers on the left 
flank battled to the top of the es- 
carpment, Other doughboys took 
high ground and secured some ap- 
proaches to the escarpment. 

The Marines on Oroku peninsula 
liquidated some of the Japanese 
trapped there. 

Nimitz reported another light U. 
S. Fleet unit was damaged by Jap- 
anese planes, 10 of Which were 
shot down, 

American airmen bagged four 
Japanese fighters over Kyushu. 
B-29S PLANT MINES 

The U.S. Navy Department an- 
nounced loss of a 158-foot landing 
craft to Japanese suicide planes 
60 miles off Okinawa. Five crew- 
men were killed and 33 injured. 

Radio Tokyo reported two score 
Superforts planted mines in the 
entrance to Nippon’s Inland sea 
north of Kyushu island, while 30 
mined Wakasa bay to the north. 

Tokyo also said two American 
Liberators and 40 fighter planes 
attacked southern Kyushu. It was 
the first mention of Liberators 
over the Japanese homeland. 

India-based American Superfor- 
tresses, the first ever to hit Japan, 
have moved to Tinian island, Ma- 
rianas. The 2ist Bomber Command 
at Guam disclosed that the 150 
giant bombers joined Marianas 
B-29s in April. 

AUSSIES DRIVE AHEAD 

The Superfort command also dis- 
closed that the big bombers have 
already devastated 102.67 square 
miles of Japan’s industrial cities. 

Australian invaders of Borneo 

drove deeper into the northwest 
mainland and Labuan island and 
took complete control of Muara is- 
land in the Brunei bay area, 
On Labuan elements of the Aus- 
sie Ninth Division advanced two 
miles north of the captured air- 
field. Other units registered a 
two-mile gain toward Brunei town, 
capital of the British protectorate 
on the Borneo mainland. The lat- 
ter forces were striking southward 
toward Brunei, 16 miles from the 
invasion beach. Two of Borneo’s 
rich oil fields are 40 and 75 miles 
south of the landing point. 

Allied bombers hit Jap positions 
on Labuan and the mainland. 

American soldiers on the north- 
eastern Luzon front in the Philip- 
pines pressed toward the Cagayan 
valley against increasing Japanese 
resistance, U.S. planes dumped 322 
tons of bombs in the valley sector. 
Aided by dive-bombers, Ameri- 
can forces on Mindanao island

House Passes Anti-Poll Tax Bill, 251 to 105; 
Southern Bloc Keeps FEPC in Pigeonhole 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—(UP) 
The house today approved, 251 to 
105, legislation outlawing the poll 
tax as a prerequisite to voting in 
primaries and elections for federal 
office. 

A coalition of Republicans and 
northern Democrats prevailed aft- 
er southern Democrats had suc- 
ceeded a few hours earlier in 
blocking house consideration of 
another anti-discrimantion meas- 
ure—a bill to establish a perma- 
nent fair employment practices 
commission. 

With southerners exerting the 
balance of power, the House Rules 
Committee rebuffed President 
Truman by keeping the FEPC 
measure bottled up in committee 
where it has languished since 


March. The vote was 6 to 6, and 
Rep. Cox, Democrat, Georgia, an 
opponent, said “The bill is dead.” 

The poll tax measure now goes 
to the senate, which previously 
has allowed two similar house-ap- 
proved bills to die. 

Southern forces had opposed 
both the anti-poll tax and FEPC 
bills, but they conceded they were 
powerless to prevent house pass- 
age of the poll tax measure. They 
said they were counting on the 
senate again to prevent enactment 
of the poll tax bill, which would 
affect seven southern states still 
requiring such a tax—Alabama, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, South Caro- 
lina, Tennessee, Texas and Vir- 
ginia. 

Passage of the poll tax bill was 


' 


preceded by bitter debate during 
which southerners assailed the 
measure as “unconstitutional” and 
an infringement upon _§éstate’s 
rights. 


Proponents, led by the only two 
Negro members of the house— 
Reps. Adam Clayton Powell, Dem- 
ocrat, New York, and William 
Dawson, Democrat, Illinois—de- 
fended: both its constitutionality 
and purpose. 

Powell told the house that the 
bill would free 10,000,000 white 
and Negro citizens of seven states 
from “political bondage.” 

“You can’t keep down the voice 
of the new south,” he shouted. 
“There are 5,000,000 white share- 
croppers in the south and they 
will ‘be heard.”

Funeral Home Has Right To Bury 
Body Held 14 Years, Judge Rules 


A white-haired woman dabbed 
at her eyes with a handkerchief 
and told a Fulton superior court 
judge that the body of her father, 
who died in October, 1931, was not 
buried because she could not af- 
ford the burial price at that time. 


The woman, Mrs. Lillian Smith 
Houck, and. her mother, Mrs? 
C Smith, asked in a peti- 
tion that West View Peachtree 
Chapel, Inc., be enjoined from 
burying a metal container, alleged- 
ly containing the casket and re- 
mains of Mr. Smith, until the 
women could view the casket to 
ascertain whether it was the one 
containing the body of their father 
and husband. 

“Four days before papa died,” 
Mrs. Houck tearfully explained, 
“T was in my backyard and was 
robbed of $800—all the money I 
had in the world.” 

When her father died, she con- 
tinued, there were doctor and 


nurse bills. A funeral was held at 
Brand@n-Bond-Condon Funeral 
Home, and the home agreed to 
hold the body because, Mrs. Houck 
added, she “couldn’t afford a cem- 
etery lot.” 

Mrs. Houck further testified she 
had found the alleged casket of 
her father in the basement of the 
funeral home, “covered with dust 
and dirty todls.” when she visited 
the chapel after the transfer of 
ownership. 

Judge Virlyn B. Moore yester- 
day denied the women an injunc- 


purchased from  Brandon-Bond- 
Condon in November, 1944, and 
ruled that the funeral home had 
a right to bury the body.

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‘Mistake’ Draftee Tells Court 
He Was ‘Compelled'To Take Oath

The length of Pvt. Marshall S. 
Pemberton’s military career, which 
began in May when he was dratft- 
ed “by mistake,” now depends on 
Federal Judge Robert L. Russell. 

Pemberton, 35-year-old Memphis, 
Tenn., manufacturer, filed a writ 
of habeas corpus against Col. 
George N. Randolph, commanding 
officer at Fort McPherson, charg- 
ing he was drafted because his 
local board confused his papers 
and he was “compelled” to take 


the oath administered to induc- 
tees. 

Pemberton testified yesterday he 
had no knowledge he was signing 
a Selective Service Form 219, 
which is a request for immediate 
induction. He said he thought he 
Was signing a request for a pre- 
induction physical examination, to 
determine his draft status, and 
added: “Nobody knows what he’s 
signing—you go through there so 
fast.” 

The soldier explained he was 
planning to go into partnership in 
the furniture manufacturing busi- 
ness, and had asked for the physi- 
cal examination to determine 
whether or not he would be draft- 
ed before converting his factory, 
which now works on war con- 
tracts. 

Miss Mary Katherine Metcalfe, 
Memphis draft board clerk, told 
Assistant U. S. Atty. Harvey Ty- 
singer that Pemberton asked for 
immediate induction and request- 
ed the board to give out no infor- 


mation concerning him to anyone, 
particularly to his mother. 

Miss Metcalfe testified that an- 
other clerk went to the files to get 
a form for Pemberton to sign, 
after asking specifically if he want- 
ed a Form 219 or a Form 165, a re- 
quest for induction by the regular 
procedure, which allows the vol- 
unteer 21 days before reporting 


‘for induction. She said Pemberton

specified the request for immedi- 
ate induction. 

Miss Katherine Wilhelm, of a 
draft board in Louisville, Ky., 
where Pemberton formerly lived, 
testified he repeatedly asked her 
by letter, wire and long distance 
telephone to arrange for his im- 
mediate induction into the Army.

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President Truman Offers a Good Solution 


President Truman has suggested what 
we consider a most logical solution to the 
congressional pay increase controversy. 


The chief executive, in a letter to the 
speaker of the house and the president 
pro tem of the senate, recommends that 
congressjonal salaries be immediately in- 
creased $1,500. 


This would give members of congress 
$11,500 a year and, while this amount is 
admittedly far from commensurate with 
the responsibilities of their office, it is a 
step in the right direction. 


At the same time—and this is by far 
the most important aspect of the sugges- 
tion in so far as the welfare of the entire 


country is concerned—a $1,500-per-year 


salary increase would not violate the Lit- 
tle Steel formula, the wage stabilization 
policy which allows pay raises up to 195 


4 


per cent above those in effect on January 
1, 1941. 


If congressional reaction to the Presi- 
dent’s. suggestion is as favorable as we 
anticipate, then he presumably will veto 
the infamous $2,500-a-year tax-free “ex- 
pense allowance” for members of the 
lower house. 


The Little Steel formula is our greatest 
single bulwark against inflation. To en- 
act a congressional pay increase which 
violates it would most certainly let down 
the floodgates. President Truman realizes 
this and it is for this reason he has of- 
fered his compromise proposal. 


It is to be hoped that congress, having 
been impressed by the widespread public 


‘indignation which the “expense allow- 


ance” fraud set off, will readily agree to 
the President’s suggestion.

A Soldier Must Have Good Shoes 


In the final analysis, it is the infantry 
The infantryman “gets 
there” on his feet, even in these days of 
mechanized warfare. An infantryman’s 
feet must be kept in the best possible con- 
dition. And essential to good condition 
are good shoes. 


Secretary of War Patterson has an- 
nounced the Army will need more shoes 
in 1945 than in any war year. A total of 
30,986,000 pairs must be supplied, which is 
more than a million in excess of the Army 
shoe supply for 1944. 


The reasons? Just prior to the end of 
the war in Europe the Army there was 
using up shoes faster than they could be 
made. Reserve stocks are not below the 
requisite margin of safety. Shoes wear 


out faster in the Pacific than in any other 
area. Shipping routes are longer, thus 
more shoes will be tied up in transit. 


All of which means civilians need ex- 
pect no increase in leather shoe supplies 
for them this year. Civilians must con- 
serve what they have, use non-rationed 
shoes made of other material than leather 
as much as possible. 


The shortage in shoes, Secretary Pat- 
terson explains, is not due to lack of manu- 
facturing facilities. The shortage is in the 
cattle hides that supply the leather of 
which Army shoes are made. 


So, Mr. Civilian, use that shoe ration 
wisely. It may be a long time before you 
get another.

Harry Hopkins 
Does a Big Job 


President Harry S. Truman this week will 
report to the nation on Harry S. Hopkins’ visit 
to Russia. 


Hopkins is coming home with good news. We know that be- 
cause the Tass (Russian) agency messages to that effect were 
published in the Moscow press. In Russia the newspapers and Tass 
are not merely in the category of being owned by the government, 
but are integral parts of it. 


It is quite possible the scope of his victory may be even greater 
than settlement of the Polish question. He may bring assurances 
about the course of the small nations about Russia which Russia 
properly wants friendly. 


_ The Polish problem, like the problem of Russia itself, is com- 
plicated by a general lack of knowledge of facts. President Truman. 
in his talk with the editors’ committee last Saturday, emphasized 
that when the facts had been fully available concerning problems 
at San Francisco there had been no difficulty in settling them. 


The Polish government in, exile really has had no leg to stand 
on. The government established in Poland is the government which 
international law recognizes. The Poles arrested by the Russians 
will, I had it on good authority, be revealed to have had espionage 
agents in their number whose guilt will be made clear.

Hopkins cannot have had any motive other than that of service 


to his country in making what I know from experience to be a 
long, arduous journey. He is.a sick man and he was warned the 
trip might result fatally. 


Yet he went and he was able to present facts to Marshal Stalin. 
On the basis of facts he has won a victory, the extent of which 
will soon be revealed. 


The Russians are not fools. They know that future peace de- 
pends on peaceful relationships between the United States and 
Russia. Unfortunately some of our people don’t know, or want, this. 


Russia’s government and its form are Russia’s business. Our 
form of government is our business. This is not a question of 
forms of government but of peaceful relationships. We don’t have 
to accept the Russian form of government to remain at peace. 


Russia wants peaceful nations about her. We have, 
in our history, insisted on it with force. 


Russia was reported, by the fearful ones, and by those who really 
don’t want to get along with Russia, as “ready to pull out at San 
Francisco at the first opportunity”—as “refusing to co-operate’— 
as “making it difficult.” 


So do we. 


Actually, the nation that made the most concessions at San 
Francisco was Russia. She “gave in” on the chairmanships, she 
fought the proper fight against Argentina and lost, but didn’t 
sabotage or quit. Russia was right, too, on her position promising 
independence to subject peoples which we, for some reason op- 
posed, as did England. But, when defeated, she gave in. 


In Trieste the Russians supported the Tito government, has 
agreed to withdraw. In every clash the Russians have shown they 
want to get along with us. 


They now have shown it by reaching an agreement with Harry 
oe the results of whichewill be announced within the next 
ew days. 


Russia wants peace as badly as any nation. She needs it and 
she will go a good halfway to get it. That ought to be said on the 
basis of the factual record ignored by the alarmists and those who 
don’t want us to have peace with Russia.

Decision in Atlantic 
Once Touch and Go 


Germany lost more than 700 submarines to 

Allied action in the Battle of the Atlantic. This 

| was revealed in a joint Anglo-American state- 

ment made public last week in Washington and London. Further- 

more, it is disclosed the Germans themselves destroyed many other 

undersea craft in: the final stages of the war, when even the most 
fanatic could not doubt the nearing end. 


That the enemy’s U-boat campaign cost the Allies heavily both 
in lives and material we all know. The full drama of this story of 
struggle in the dark reaches of the lonely ocean comes to light in the 
joint report which frankly states, “at the peak in 1941 and 1942 
the issue of the struggle hung in the balance.” 


At the peak of the German successes, in 1941, one ship in every 
181 that dared the Atlantic crossing was lost. How successful Allied 
countermeasures were may be judged by the statistics for 1944, 
when only one ship out of each 1,000 was lost. 


© ; The success of the campaign was due to a num- 
Co operation ber of factors, but the important thing to be 
remembered is that it was the effective co-operation of all that made 
the victory possible. 


First in importance, I think, should be placed the officers and 
men of the Merchant Marine. It is axiomatic that without their 
courage the Atlantic route would have been closed. Many of them 
were victims of U-boat attack time and time again, going through 
all the lonely agony adrift in small boats, rescued, restored to 
normal health and then—to sea again. 


The gun crews on the merchant ships, too, did their full share, 
while it was only by co-ordination and obedience to orders that the 
convoy system could operate. 


Then there were the ships and the men of at least three navies— 
the United States, Britain and Canada. These patrolled the At- 
lantic in all weathers, constantly alert, protecting the precious cargo 
and troop vessels and carrying the war to the enemy with guns, 
depth charges and every available weapon. 


Third, the Air Force. Throughout the British air patrols were 
effective within flying range of Britain. Later, when the system 
of baby flattops was inaugurated, the planes were used wherever 
an enemy sub might,come. 

The whole story is one of heroism and one of co-ordinated, united 
action not only between Allied nations, but between all branches 
of the services involved.

What is not, perhaps, so well known is that Germany had planned 
a new, concentrated underwater assault for the latter part of 1945. 
If the surrender had not come before they were ready, we might 
have heard of a tragic increase in ship sinkings by enemy action. 

When the great German ports and naval centers of Bremen and 
Hamburg were taken, it was discovered thatthe Germans were well 
along in their preparations for a new and tremendous underwater 
offensive. 

They were constructing swarms of new U-boats, by a prefabri- 
cated system. Dozens of the vessels, partly assembled, were found 
in the slips, while parts for many, many more were near by. 


These ships under construction were of particularly strong type. 
They were stiffened by outside beams at least six inches deep, 
while the hull plating was at least half an inch thick. The pres- 
sure hulls were extremely strong to withstand depth charge attacks. 


: In Hamburg there was an assembly line a 
Assembly Line half mile long at the docks. There prefab- 
ricated sections of the ships stood as many as seven deep. The hull 
forms entered the line at one end and were fitted as they moved 
slowly along, like an automobile assembly line. There were some 
completed sections with every pipe and valve in place, with all 
wiring for electric installations ready. 


As has previously been told, the Germans had invehted a new 
method by which their U-boats could recharge their air and their 
batteries while submerged. This they call “schnorkel.” Subs so 
equipped were used to some extent, before the war ended, in home 
waters of the British Isles, so that, for a short period, sinkings of 
coastal vessels did increase in rate. This was nothing compared to 
the plans revealed at Hamburg and Bremen, however. 


Well, let us give thanks it is over, in Europe at least. That those 
submarines found at Bremen and Hamburg never got into action. 
And let us vow once again that there shall never be another world 
war with all the horrors of the second and all the new horrors 
which will be available for the third, if we are fools enough to let 


it start.

Veterans may talk about what 
they did, but they are more apt 
to tell you what should have been 
done.

any evidence of that. 


A famous German author, who | 


now lives in America, likes to 
takk about the mistake we made 
the last time. He was a private 
on the western front when the 
fighting stopped on Nov. 11. 

The soldiers were sore at the 
Kaiser for running away, and 
some turned against their officers. 
They all felt depressed and dazed. 
But as they straggled back into 
Germany, or rode the crowded 
trains, or marched in formation 
across the frontier bridges, some- 
thing remarkable happened to 
them. 

In Belgium and France they had 
seen only desolation and ruin. The 
land was pockmarked with shell 
craters. Towns were fragmentary 
walls and rubble. Bloated car- 
casses of animals lay along the 
roadside. Trees were only black 
stumps, splintered at the top. 

But when they crossed into Ger- 
many, it was like another world. 
All was neat and unhurt. There 
were no scars of war. There 
wasn’t so much as a broken win- 
dow glass to be seen anywhere. 

It is different now—in spots. 
Berlin and Cologne and other 
great cities are rubble, 

But correspondents who. get 
away from the big cities ride all 
day through prosperous farm sec- 
tions without seeing a sign of war. 
The orchards are in bloom; the 
fields are green, the farmers are 
plowing; the little towns are clean 
and busy and unscarred. In ware- 
houses they found vast stores of 
food—sugar, cheese, canned fruits, 
wines. And the people are well 
dressed and fat—greasy fat. 

These people have been living 
in a vacuum. They have heard 
nothing about atrocities; nothing 
about any matter outside Ger- 
many. They have no feeling of 
guilt or humility, and they are 
counting on America’s “famous 
generosity” to rebuild their coun- 
try. 
Different this time? Not unless 
we are smarter this time. If there 
is any change, it won’t be in the 
German people.

Is Gas the Answer 
To a Quick Peace? 


W ASHINGTON—The resistance encountered 
by American forces on Okinawa island has been, 
perhaps, the toughest of any we have yet ex- 

perienced in the war. 

The Japs.have put up a terrific struggle, realizing, no doubt, 
that the loss of Okinawa will be the forerunner of the invasion of 
Japan. We are counting on using the 60-mile-long island as one 
of the chief bases of operations against Japan, both as regards 
amphibious forces and future air assaults on Japanese cities. 

The intensity of the fighting can be measured by the number 
of casualties we have sustained. President Truman has reveaied 
that we have suffered total casualties of 27,704 men in killed, miss- 
ing and wounded, as of May 29. 

In killed and missing we have lost some 10,221 men, including 
4.729 from the Navy and Coast Guard, | 

To put these figures in their. proper perspective, it needs only 
to be pointed out that our death losses in the invasion of Leyte 
in the Philippines, where much larger forces were employed on 


both sides, were only slightly higher. 

But the Okinawa casualties have not been 
Twelve To One all on one side. It is a sufficient answer 
to the “kibitzer strategists,” as naval officials have contemptuously 
referred to critics of the Okinawa campaign, to remind that the 
Japs have lost a total of more than 61,000 in killed there alone. 

If we count only the 5,492 men of the Army and Marine Corps 
killed there in land fighting, eliminating Naval Coast Guard per- 
sonnel lost in air suicide attacks on ships, the ratio of Japanese 
soldier dead to our own land force losses amounts to nearly 12 to 1. 
That doesn’t sound much like an Army “fiasco” On Okinawa, as some 
of the critics have charged. 

We have the word of Adm. Mitscher that one of the chief causes 
for the slow progress made on Okinawa was that the Japanese “are 
underground, in concrete and cave.” You could not blast them out 
with long-range artillery barrages as we have in other places. He 
pointed out that we have had to blast and burn them out with 
flame throwers at short range. 

The conditions we found on Okinawa, a volcanic island with a 
rough mountainous terrain ill suited for tank warfare, is a sample 
of what we will find when we reach the Japanese mainland. There 
will be few areas where our armored units will be able to tear loose 
on wide open runs as Gén. Patton’s forces did in Europe. 

The lesson learned on Okinawa indicates that we will have to 
fight our way through Japan in much the same fashion, inching 
forward by degrees after blasing and burning the tenacious Japs 
out of their underground positions. Our total losses may be terrific. 

It should be remembered, also, that we are yet to come up 
against the main body of the Japanese army, an army indoctrinated 
with the strange idea that it is better to die than surrender. 

: All of this would seem to call for a re-examination 
Poison Gas of our past ideas about the use of poison gas in 
war. Gas would enable us to save the lives of thousands of vur 
men in the final thrust at Japan. The experts in our chemical! war- 
fare service say there is no doubt about it. 

We have developed types of gas heavier than air which will 
sink down into valleys and caves, reaching men in underground 
positions who otherwise would be immune from attack by heavy 
artillery. 

By spreading a layer of these lethal fumes we could clear the 
way for our infantrymen. It is either that or moving in at close 
range where a lot of our men are bound to be killed while we 
ferret them out of their holes. 

What is the difference between killing a man by frying him in 
burning gasoline, as our flame throwers do, or disemboweling him 
with an artillery shell, and asphyxiating him? Our own fighting 
men sav they would infinitely prefer the latter, if forced to choose. 

In putting a sick monkey to death, or a dog, you don’t pour burn- 
ing gasoline on him or blast off his limbs one at a time. Far easier 
to give him a shot of gas. Why not treat the Japanese monkeys 
the same way? It would shorten the war and save us countless 
casualties. 

Besides, that may be the only sure way of bringing things to a 
conclusion without allowing the war to be prolonged indefinitely. 
It is something the American people have a right to demand of our 
military leaders. No one can doubt for a moment that the Japs 
would use gas on us if they thought it would be to their advantage. 
Already they have been employing it against the Chinese. What 
are we waiting for?

A Central Authority Needed 


MUNICH.—A statement issued from Washington, June 5, accord- 
ing to “Stars and Stripes” says, “With Germany’s unconditional sur- 
render there is no longer any central authority in Germany capable 
of accepting responsibility for the maintenance of order, administra- 
tion of the country, and compliance with the requirements of the 


victorious powers.” 

This is true but it is also true 
there is no adequate Allied au- 
thority, nor is one possible with- 
out a fundamental Allied policy 
regarding not only Germany but 
Europe as a whole to which all 
measures are keyed. 

The report further describes the 
division of Germany into four 
zones, in each of which supreme 
authority is to be exercised by 
zone commanders on the instruc- 
tion of their governments, with 
the four commanders together con- 
stituting control of the council, 
presumably within the area of 
greater Berlin. 

This plan will work only if po- 
litical agreement of those in con- 
trol ard counsel regarding their 
objective can be achieved.

Austria is 
strongly separatist, as it has been 
urged to be by the powers, al- 
though, after a quarter of a cen- 
tury of experience, it is not hope- 
ful for a long-term success. Other 
parts of the Germanic world also 
are trying to break away. Thus 
the first political activity to break 
loose was that of Bavaria in an 
attempted putsch as the American 
armies approached Munich. It 
oe made by the Bavarian separa- 
sts. 


It is likely separatism also will 
be encouraged by the French in 
the western zone. All parts of 
Europe are vehemently national- 
ist down to provincial national- 
isms, and each is producing lead- 
ers urging separatism from one 
country to themselves or from 
unity to independence. 


It makes no difference whether 
the leaders are leftist or rightist. 
Tito, for example, while urging 
Yugoslav unity is fostering sep- 
aratism from Italy and Austria of 
Trieste and Carinthia. Within 
Yugoslavia, the Serbs want with- 
drawal from Tito’s dictatorship 
and from the Croatians and Slo- 
venians, 


Independence movements are 
working underground on Austrian 
soil, Separatists meanwhile com- 
pete with pan*° movements of one 
sort or another — for instance, 
Pan-Frenchism in the former 
French colonies and in eastern 
Europe, Despite 25 years of Com: 
munist theory, Pan-Slavism— 
which together with Pan-German- 
ism has been the curse of Europe, 
each naturally fomenting the other 
—Is apparently supported by the 
Soviets, openly by Tito, and re- 
cently has been joined by the 
Czechs, who in this would never 
receive the blessings of their na- 
tional founder, Thomas Masaryk. 


Italy, which after the longest 
dose of Fascist imperialism, has 
lost interest even in its African 
colonies and is having a national 
revival, thanks to Tito. 


But millions of people are indi- 
vidual separatists. Germans in the 
millions have separated them- 
selves from the Russian zone. A\l- 
though as zones originally were 
drawn, the Russian zone contained 
considerably more than a third of 
the German population, it is doubt- 
ful whether the present larger 
zone contains even a fifth of the 
German civilians, while prisoners 
of war are far more numerous in 
the western areas. Lithuanians, 
Estonians, Slovaks, Poles and 
many Ukrainians who came as sol- 
diers or slave workers into west- 
ern Europe are now trying to dis- 
appear amongst the western peo- 
ples rather than return home. 


Chaos is likely to be increased | 


by the autonomous form of zone 
occupation. Commanders, left to 
handle their own problems with- 
out more than inconclusive at- 
tempts at co-ordination, will natu- 
rally concentrate on their own ter- 
ritories disregarding others. But 
this means further atomization. 


The economic question which is 
pre-eminent cannot, of course, be 
solved in this way, nor can politi- 
cal atomization momentarily be 
avoided. Economic Balkanization 
certainly must be, unless the 
mounting collapse satanically 
planned by Hitler as a result of 
his downfall becomes a reality. 

What is urgently needed above 
all else is a central food director 
with aboslute authority, such as 
that possessed by the organized 
Britain’s wartime food economy

SAN PRANCISCO.—Great is the| [am 


distress and deep the humiliation 
of a polyglot group of professional 
unioneers from several lands, all 
claiming to be spokesmen of labor 
with a capital L, who have been 
trying to attach themselves to the 
United Nations conference. 

The host, so to speak, is the 
CIO and the guests include Sir 
Walter Citrine, of the British Fed- 
eration of Trade Unions, who 
once thought that an eminent 
American gangster must be a very 
important labor leader in the 
United States because when he 
went to London as a fraternal dele- 
gate of the American Federation 
of Labor, he carried nine secre- 
taries with him. The fraternal 
delegate was Tommy Maloy, of 
Chicago, long since wafted to his 
reward in the purifying flame of 
a blast-furnace or sawed-off shot- 


gun, and the secretaries were mem- 
bers of the mob which later be- 
came the invisible government of 
the movie employes’ union under 
George Browne and Willie Bioff. 

On another occasion, during a 
visit to New York, Sir Walter was 
honored by a tea at the Waldorf, 
given by William Green, the presi- 
dent of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, and had the pleas- 
ure of meeting, under these stately 
auspices, Mr. Green’s friend, col- 
league and cohort, Joe Fay, anoth- 
er underworld magnifico of the 
American labor movement, who re- 
cently was sentenced to two terms 
in prison for using his union of.- 
fice to practice extortion. That 
time, Brother Dave Dubinsky, of 
the garment workers’ union, who 
had been socked on the jaw by 
Brother Fay during a national con- 
vention in New Orleans for pro- 
posing that criminals be excluded 


| from union office, withdrew from 
| the tea-party in a seven-passenger 
| huff and later was discovered on 


a stool at Joe’s Lunch. 

Sir Walter comes here this time 
under ‘the patronage of the CIO, 
for the AFL has: placed a hex- 
mark on the door of the current 
international union conclave, re- 
fusing to participate or even to 
recognize it as a labor activity be- 
cause the Communist union stooges 
of the Soviet government are pres- 
ent. The AFL takes the view that 
the Soviet union movement is not 
a free labor organization inasmuch 
as it is a subsidiary of the govern- 
ment and run by the government. 

This is a very pious position con- 
sidering that the AFL in the Unit- 
ed States has encouraged the na- 
tional government to take over 
and perform most of the important 
duties for which unions exist, re- 
senting such intrusion only on 
those rare occasions when the fed- 
eral government has been forced 
by scandalized public opinion to 
send various erring brothers to 
prison. And, while it undoubted- 
ly is true that any simple and 
naive Russian tovarish would be 


the high officials of his union, who 
are, ultimately, the high officials 
of the state, it is also true that in 
many of Brother Green’s unions, 
the brother who demands an ac- 
counting of a special assessment or 
income tax, levied by the ruling 
authorities, thoroughly understands 
that he is likely to meet death by 
violent misadventure on his way 
home to his loved ones. 

Nevertheless, even under the 
boycott of the AFL and the mine 
workers of John L, Lewis, the lit- 
tle group of serious thinkers is 
proceeding with its proceedings 
across the bay in Oakland under 
conditions which amount almost 
to a political blackout. In the 
matter of publicity, which is the 
breath of life and the wine and 
toddy on which unioneers of the 
wotld over-stimulate their vanity, 
the silence is almost total, so the 
anguish of the little, lonesome 
congress may be appreciated by 
persons of morbid imagination. 
They haven’t received official 
credentials or even official tickets 
to the peace conference, their 
status is nO more august than that 
of a regional meeting of the Elks 
and to the mortification of the 
American unioneers, they have not 
been invited to present their archi- 
tect’s dream of the _ unionecrs’ 
wing of that palatial new world of 
the future, 

I have been unable to learn what 
the Chinese labor movement is but 
one hears that the Chinese dele- 
gate, one H. L. Liu, got as far as 
London and has been standing 
around the airports and docks with 
his thumb in the air trying to hitch 
a ride, thus far without success. 
Were the Chinese delegate a Pe- 
kingese or a chow dog, an A pri- 
ority might be arranged, but such 
is not the case.

A Triumph for Harry Hopkins 


WASHINGTON.—The man of 
all others that Washington polit- 
ical gossips classified as “all 
washed up” after President Roose- 
velt’s death is now, only two 
months later, about to register the 
supreme triumph of his political 
career. 

Harry L. Hopkins has come 
home from Russia to hand Presi- 


dent Truman the result of his sev- 


eral days’ conference with Premier 
Joseph Stalin. If reports, original- 
ly from London and later authentl- 
cated in Moscow, are accurate, Mr. 
Hopkins has accomplished every- 
thing that was hoped for—and 
more—on his mission. 

Certainly, it appears, he has 
brought about the release of 12 
or more of the 16 Polish leaders, 
whose arrest caused a complete 
breakdown of negotiations looking 
to a new Polish government of 
:.ational untiy. The clinching evi- 
dence of this accomplishment is 
that a Paris dispatck from Tass, 
the official Soviet news agency, 
reporting release of the incarcer- 
ated Poles, was permitted to be 
published in Moscow newspapers 
on Monday, together with the 
statement that’ Mr. Hopkins has 
contributed to this development. 


If the arrested Poles are re- 
leased it is reasonable to conjec- 
ture that the underlying problem 
of the Polish government likewise 
is on the way to settlement. Dip- 
lomatic circles here fully expect 
that a new government, including 
Stanislaw Mikolajezky, leader of 
the Peasant party and former pre- 
mier of the Polish government-in- 
exile, soon will be anno'inced. 


An earlier evidence of Mr. Hop- 
kins’ work was Russia’s sudden 
withdrawal of its previously stub- 
born insistence that the projected 
world security council be barred 
from even so much as discussing 
any subject without unanimous 
consent of its “Big Five” members. 


And it is reported that the 
Stalin-Hopkins conference has 
paved the wiry for an agreement 
among the military governors of 
Germany that will, in some degree 
at least, open the Russian-occu- 
pied regions to Allied officials and 
newspapermen. 

At the time of Mr. Roosevelt’s 
death Mr. Hopkins had been in 
a Minnesota hospital for several 


‘outstanding 


weeks recovering from an intensi- 
fication of his chronic stomach ail- 
ment, brought on by his trip with 
the President to Yalta. He got 
up to attend the President’s fu- 
neral and later visited President 
Truman, but he looked thinner and 
more wan than ever. 


The reports then were that all 
the so-called palace guards of the 
Roosevelt administra&tior were 
slated for discard and Hopkins 
was king pin in that category. 


But then came the crisis in 
American-Russian relations. Mr. 
Hopkins, one American who knew 
Premier Stalin personally and was 
believed to have his confidence, 
was sent for by the President. 
Mr. Truman begged him to accept 
the mission to Moscow. And in 
spite of the advice of his physi- 
cians that the trip might prove 
fatal, Hopkins consented to go. 
Passionately committed to the 
idea that future world peace de- 
pends almost wholly on the rele- 
tionship, harmonious or other, be- 
tween the United States and Rus- 
sia, he literally jumped at the op- 
portunity to try his hand at ap- 
peasing the existing differences. 


Nor did he stint the job in Mos- 
cow in deference to his frail 
health. As thé correspondents 
there reported, he worked long 
hours and also found thé strength 
to attend a ballet and a banquet, 
officially staged in his honor. Even 
so, dispatches from Paris Monday 
said that Hopkins there on his 
way home appeared in improved 
health and high spirits. 


Assuming that Hopkins now is 
coming home with all the bacon 
he is credited with carrying, he 
will have placed himself as the 
figure of postwar 
American diplomacy. President 
Truman scarcely can fail to take 
him in as. an adviser, on much 
the same level that Hopkins occu- 
pied under President Roosevelt. 
Certainly he will be asked to ac- 
company Truman to the projected 
Big Three meeting.

PRINCETON, N. J.—If publie 
opinion for a large postwar Army 
and Navy continues to be as over- 
whelming after the war as it is 
now, the issue of whether we 


should have a peacetime military 
draft may largely settle itself. 


Tests of opinion by the Institute 
show that the average American 
wants a postwar Army of about 
2,000,000 men and a postwar Navy 
of approximately 1,000,000 men— 
as a protection against the possi- 
bility of sudden and unprovoked 
attack. 


There are only two ways, ob- 

servers agree, to achieve such a 
peacetime force—by continuing 
the present selective service sys- 
tem which draws men from all 
ages up to 35, or by adopting com- 
pulsory military training in peace 
time of all men before they reach 
the age of 21 or 22. Hearings on 
a peacetime draft are now being 
held in Washington by the house 
committee on postwar military 
policy. 
_If there were strong public sen- 
timent for disarmament after this 
war on a scale comparable to the 
disarmament that followed the 
last war, one could expect to find 
widespread public opposition to 
the idea of a peacetime draft. But 
with preparedness the popular 
concept—preparedness in terms of 
a million-man Navy and 2,000.000- 
man Army—it is not surprising 
to find that the public approves 
by a large vote a peacetime draft 
which would give one year’s mili- 
tary or naval training to all able 
bodied young men.

Anti-Red Gossip 
Perilous, Warns 
Maury Maverick 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—4) 
“Anti-Russian gossip” in connec- 
tion with peacetime draft pro- 


posals was condemned. vehemently 
today by Maury Maverick, head 
of the Smaller War Plants Cor- 
poration. 

An unscheduled witness before 
the House Postwar Military Policy 
Committee, the former Texas con- 
gressman warned against “loose 
cocktail gossip” and “Martini 
bleeding” that “might possibly 
spread to mob-like thinking on a 
bigger scale throughout the na- 
tion.” 

Thus Maverick, who favors post- 
war compulsory military training, 
took issue with the reasons ad- 
vanced by some other proponents. 


COMMITTEE TESTIMONY 


At previous committee sessions 
some witnesses had cited Russia's 
conscription plans and had sug- 
gested that the United States must 
keep prepared to preserve the 
peace in a Europe in which the 
Soviet has expanded its sphere of 
influence. 

Besides Maverick, the commit- 
tee today heard a number of 
spokesmen for organized educa- 
tors and other groups, who criti- 
cized the draft plan-.and urged 
that action be postponed at least 
until after the war. 

Maverick declared that “to drag 
Russia into the discussion of uni- 
versal military service is gravely 
dangerous talk and is certainly 
harmful in connection with any 
military policy.” 

“KNAVISH,” HE SAYS 

“It is also knavish,” he said, 
“to be causing suspicion and pick- 
ing trouble with Russia at the 
very moment we are fighting to 
preserve the peace of the world. 

“Imagine anyone with the 
bloody crust of needling for a war 
with Russia after what we have 
suffered, and after what our cou- 
rageous ally, Russia, has suffered’ 
Isn’t a million casualties enough 
for us? Do we want to get five 
or ten million killed?” 

Maverick said “the honest, fair 
and democratic way is to have 
universal service—I should think 
at least a year... for rich and 
poor alike.”

WASHINGTON.—Bill Downey 
got a somewhat mashed-up foot 
and went out of the Marine Corps 
in January 1944. While in the Ma- 
rines, $6.60 was deducted from 
his pay each month to pay the 
premium on $10,000 worth of Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance. Aft- 
er his discharge, he paid the pre- 
mium for Febryary, but he’d been 
told that he ought to convert the 
“term insurance” he carried to a 
permanent policy with an in- 
creasing cash value. 

So Bill went toa V. A. regional 
office for advice, and asked, “Sup- 
pose I convert my government in- 
s.rance to a 20-pay life plan—so 
I pay premiums for 20 years and 
then don’t have to pay any more 
after that. What will it cost?” 

“What's your age now?” the rep- 
resentative wanted to know. 

“Twenty-five.” 

“That'll be 2.12 per thousand. 
How much are you carrying— 
$10,000?” 

Bill whistled softly, “Yes, I’m 
carrying $10,000,” he said, “Gosh, 
that’d be $21.20 a month! I can’t 
do it.” 

“Why not convert to the ordi- 
nary life plan?” the representative 
Ss tgested. That’s the least expen- 
sive permanent form. It would 
cost only $13.70 a month.” 

“But that’s twice as much as 
I'm paying now-” Bill squawked. 
“I'll have to figure it out.” 

Well, of course, he couldn’t fig- 
ure it out so the premium for con- 
verted insurance would be any 
less than had been quoted. Each 
day he waited brought him nearer 
to a higher premium, because the 
older an ex-service man is when 
he converts, the higher the cost 
of converted insurance. So the 
thing to do, the experts tell me, is 
to convert that term insurance 
you bought when you were on 
active duty to a permanent form 
of insurance as soon as you can 
afford it. Maybe sooner—because 
it’s a real buy. 

At any rate the one thing not 
to do is what Bill did. He let a 
lot of other things get up into his 
mind until they jostled his insur- 
ance thoughts right out of the 
place, and he let the doggone pol- 
icy lapse. He didn’t pay the pre- 
mium for March, 1944, and didn’t 
heed two warnings he got from 
the Veterans’ Administration in 
Washington that his coverage had 
lapsed. By October, Bill was do- 
ing OK financially and he got to 
thinking about reinstating that 
lapsed policy. But he found he 
would have to pay all back pre- 
miums he’d missed—eight months 
of them—plus interest, in order 
to get reinstatement. So he forgot 
the whole thing. 

Things are different now. In 
December, 1944, a new ruling af- 
fecting lapsed term insurance was 


issued. An unconverted insurance 
policy which has lapsed, regard- 
less of how long, may be reinstat- 
ed by the payment of only two 
months’ premiums with no inter- 
est charge. So Bill could now get 
back that term insurance of his 
by paying two monthly premiums 
—in his case $13.20, 

Of course, he’d have to pass a 
required insurance physical check- 
up. The ruling here is that if you 
let your term insurance lapse and 
you apply for reinstatement within 
six months after your discharge, 
you won’t have to take a phvsical 
exam but will have to certify you 
are in as good health as you were 
at the time the first premium you 
didnt’ pay was due. 

Even though six months have 
passed since you left the service 
and you Jet your term insurance 
lapse, you can get it reinstated 
without a physical if you apply 
within three months after it lapsed 
by certifying your health is the 
same as it was when the policy 
lapsed.
